TERMTOEY OF BOSTON. 

Contains about 2,385 acres, inclnding the Common (46 acres.) This, also, in- 
cludes S. Boston and E. Boston. It is estimated that there are upwards of 200 
acres of made land within the city proper, — 60 or 80 of which have been made 
south of the Cove, and some 60 or 70 at the north and north-west part of the 
city, nearly the whole of which was formerly the Mill Pond. 

As near as can be ascertained, the original bounds or shore of Boston run as 
follows I 

Commencing at Cragie's Bridge,— the shore was but a few feet from Leveret 
Street, — as far as Causeway, thence west of Mendmack Street to Sudbury.thence 
curving along within six rods of Hanover Street at Blackstone, thence bearing 
along near »alem and Prince Streets to Commercial, which makes its location 
from Prince to Lewis Wharf, thence along Ann Street to Union, and thence to 
Washington, thence bearing eastward by Merchants' Bow, thence along Kilby 
Street, formerly Mackerel Lane, thence down Milk nearly to Broad, thence along 
the westerly side of Broad, nearly to East Street, thence in a curve towanu 
Bedford Street along Essex to Harrison Avenue. 

BOSTON COMMOlf 

Contains 45 acres, which, at $4 a foot, would amount to $7,S40,S00. The cost 
of the iron fence around it, about one mile, was over $100,000 ; $61,000 of which 
were paid by the city, and the balance by private subscription.

WhPTi Nevr-EnirUind was first rlsited by 
the colonists from Earupe, the penintiula 
on which the city of l^stuii is now situated, 
was called Shatcmut by the Indians. It did 
not seem to possess many attractions to im- 
migrants, who preferred Salem, Charlestown 
,and other places fur residence. With its 
three hill«. Beacon Hill, Fort Hill, and 
Copp's Hill, the peninsula before it was 
submitted to the improvements of civiliza- 
tion, presented a conspicuous and pictur- 
esque appearance from the Rurroundlng 
country, and was called Tri-Jiountctin by 
the settlers of Charlestuwn. 

A man by the name ofBlaxton, and his 
family, were for several years the only In- 
habltantH of the penbisula. He resided at 
the Western extremity, which for many 

fear« after bore the name of Blaxton s 
Dint. He claimed the whole peninsula, as 
the first settler— but his «laim was not al- 
lowed. In the year 1630, Governor Win- 
throp, with a numerous company, arrived 
at salem, from Kngland. But not thinking 
Salem the most eliitible location for the 
capital, they removed in the following year, 
16-^1, to Cbarlestown, and soon afterwards 
to Tri mountain, and established a settle- 
ment which they named Bo^ton, in respect 
to the Rev. Mr. Cotton, of Boston in Eng- 
land, who soon after followed them to thix 
part of the world, and became a minister 
of the first church. 
The part of Boston first settled by Qpy. 



Winthrop*s Company was ob the eastem 
side, covering that part of the penir.sula 
which is now traversed by Court and state 
streets, and the upper part of WashinKton 
street. But in a few years a number of 
inhabitants removed beyond the Creek, »s 
it was then called, over the bed of which 
Blackstone street now passes, and establish- 
ed themselves in the north part of the tov^n, 
and in a short time, **North-end'* became a 
populous and flourishing place. 

'J he result showed the sagacity of Oor. 
Winthrop In selecting the site for a capital^ 
tor the Increase of business and population 
became rapid beyond allexpectatlon; stores 
and wharves were built, pchool-bouses es- 
tabllshedand churches gathered. Butdur> 
ing the early period of the settlement, the 
inhabitants were subjected to many trials 
and difllculties— the were repeatedly thn^at- 
cned with famine, and more than once w ere 
reduced to extreme want, 'ihe houses be- 
ing built of w ood were greatly exposed to 
ravages by fire. Indeed It appears from 
early publications, that there were ten de- 
vastating fires within the first i^ixty-nine 
years after the town was settled, or previ- 
ous to the year 1700. Previous to tliat vear, 
the town had also been four times ravatied 
by the small pox , a disease which proved 
fatal to many of the inhabitants. In the 
year 1700, however, the town of Boston 
contained more than a thousand hoiu»ea, 
and upwards of 7000 inhabitants.

It was then called " Colburn's 
field," because " W. Oolburn" lived near 
It In l6iG, the records say, that » "^^ foot- 
way shall be made from W. Colburn's field 
next lioxbury ; " — but whether i'remont, 
Boylston, or Pleasant street grew out of it. 
Is hot known. The present boundary by 
Beacon lliU was fixed in 1G40. It acquired 
the name of "the Common" as earlv as 
1646; that year the town voted, that "no 
dry cattle, young cattle, or horse shall be 
ftree to ko on the Common this vear, but one 
horse of Eider Oliver." In 1787, the south- 
east corner of the Common, containing two 
acres and one-eighth, was conveyed to the 
town bv U'illiani Foster sind othe s, and the
